TURNING DOWN W. H. BEAN. 
The so-called union labor meeting 


which assembled in the circuit court 
room Sunday to endorse 
Hamlin for 


governor and incidentally Shellabarger 
for congress is the most unique bit 
of republican politics that has ever 
been enacted in this section. The con- 
test on band; is to get an expression 
of the republican voters at primaries 
to be held in the county next Thurs- 
day.

sition they had to offer and that Mr. 
Clokey had turned it down, that the 
so-called Johns-Mills faction had agreed 
to turn down Mr. Bean and give them 
two delegates on each delegate ticket 
in each precinct in the city to be vot- 
ed for in the primaries and in case 
the Hamlin-Shellabarger ticket 
won 


out to give them the candidate for 
state senator. The meeting was made 
up of democrats and republicans alike 
and there seems to be no restrictions 
as to whether the candidate they name 
for senator is a democrat or not, at 
least, if reports are correct, no such 
restriction was mentioned in the meet- 
ing and O. C Adams, as a democratic 
socialist was one of the .most enthus- 
iastic supporters of the deal with the 
Hamlin faction. In fact Adams was 
the committee that made the demand 
upon the Warner people. The ques- 
tion naturally arises Js this good poli- 
tics for republican leaders to indulge 
in relation to so important a matter 
as the selection of a senator?

CAN BE REGULATED. 


The decision of the United States 


supreme court in the Northern Secur- 
ities Merger case is an epoch in juris- 
piudence in America. By this a rule 
U established for the regulation by 
congress of corporations engaged In 
interstate traffic 
chartered by 
the 


states. Heretofore this was obscure 
and doubtful. Under this decision lies 
the old doctrine of states rights. It 
has been held that the national gov- 
ernment could not regulate state cor- 
porations. 


These alone being subject to con- 


trol and regulation by all states Issu- 
ing vthe charter. All corporations are 
chartered by the states and none by 
the government. It meant therefore, 
that no corpoiation could be reached 
by the general government. All inter- 
state transpoitatlon 16 carried on by 
corporation^ authorized by state laws. 
Hence interstate commerce muat go 
unregulated in states other than the 
one in which the 
railroad or other 


transportation company is authorized. 
The federal constitution provides that 
congress shall have the power to con- 
trol and regulate commerce between 
the states. Under this provision the 
Interstate commerce law, was enacted. 
Until this late decision declaring the 
Northern Securtles merger illegal and 
void there was not supposed to be any 
force in the law. Raihoad companies 
n fluid Incorporate under the laws of 
some state and then ignore any and 
all state regulations 
because they 


were doing an 
Interstate business. 


Now that Congress c<ui regulate these 
mergers and prevent them from de- 
stroying competition there is oppor- 
tunity for relief from many of the 
abuses of modem methods of gigantic 
financing of groat railroad interests. 


ALL FOR SHELLABARGER.

We have felt 
It to be one of those things that 'need 
much washing to be touched' and had 
hoped that its grotesque and humilia- 
ting aspects would put him out con- 
sideration by all but the bought and 
rotten. But it Is evident that his un- 
blushing campaign—based as a dem- 
ocratic senator has gald, purely upon 
'cheek and a. check book'—Is making 
sume headway. Hearst stands today, 
in fact, as the greatest temptation to 
the demociatic paity to play the fool 
and break It neck again. Almost any 
other candidate prominently mentioned 
would have a chance of election and 
could preserve honor even In defeat; 
but Hearst is enough to sink and cause 
and damn any party, 


' The possibility of his securing the 


nomination—which decent men can 
contemplate only with a shudder—ue- 
pends wholly upon ignorance of the 
man and his methods. Hence the duty 
of a public warning betimes. It is 
not simply that we revolt at Hearsts 
huge vulgarity, at his front of bronze, 
at his shiieklng unfltnesg mentally, for 
the office which-he Sets out to buy. 


Record is Unsavory. 
"All this goes without saying. There 


never has been a case of a man of 
such slender intellectual equipment, 
absolutely without experience In office, 
Impudently flaunting ma wealth befoie 
the eyes of the ,people and saying, 
"Make me president,' 
This Is folly. 
This Is to degtade public life 
But 
there is something darker and more 
fearful behind. It is well known i.»at 
this man has a record which would 
make it impossible for him to live 
through a. presidential campaign—such 
gutters would be dragged, such sewers 
laid open' We can only refer to the 
loathsome subject;) JwBtithose who want 
a 1ilni of the repulsive details turn to 
The Congressional Record to Jan. B, 
1&97. There they will ., nd a speech by 
Rep»esentative Johnson of California, 
showing the kind of millstone which 
would be, hung about Hearst's neck If 


were ever to come before the vot- 
ers, 


Calamity to All. 
'' I 


"We consider it the duty of honest 
newspapers to let these facts be knpwn 
It Is more than a party matter. Demo- 
crats, it ig true, have a special mo- 
tive for wlshirfg to prevent their party 
from being dlgraced, but there Is a 
lerge question of patriotism involved, 
as to which republicans also should 
show, that they ane sensitive, luey 
cannot wish to see the opposition de- 
bauched. The example would be too 
generally demoralizing. 
Next would 
cume the tuin of the jepublican party. 
If the Hearst millions can purchase 
the democratic nomination today who 
knows that some financial Catiline will 
not instruct his brokers to buy the re- 
publican nomination four years hence7 
The country cannot afford to have its 
Insignia of honor trailed In the muu of 
the market place. That would be a 
calamity to all honest citizens of any 
party. We have not yet reached the

Decency in Public Life. 
"A peculiar obligation, in this con- 
nection, seems to us to rest upon the 
democrats of the south. They play A 
gieat role in the democratic party of 
today, since they furnish the largest 
number of electoral votes for any pres- 
idential conditate., New, southern dem- 
bojata surrendered too easily to Bryan 
In 1886, they followed 
him again, 
though most unwillingly, in 1900. This
